Mentioning  the  words  Vietnam  War 
brings  up  many  different  feelings  in  people.  For 
most  though,  memories  of  deep  hurt  arise. 

Perhaps  they  lost  a loved  one  or  a fellow 
warrior  there.  Maybe  the  thought  of  how  the 
country  treated  the  returning  servicemembers 
haunts  them. 

Whatever  feelings  may  be  prompted,  for 
many  it  doesn’t  stop  them  from  going  to  “The 
Wall”  in  Washington,  D.C.  There,  hurts  are 
healed,  wounds  are  salved  and  emotions  are 
brought  under  control. 

However,  only  relatively  few  of  the  gen- 
eration involved  in  Vietnam  will  ever  have  the 
chance  to  heal  old  wounds  or  pay  tribute  to  lost 


loved  ones  by  visiting  The  Wall. 

Because  of  this,  “The  Vietnam  Wall  Expe- 
rience,” a traveling  replica  of  the  original  Wall 
has  been  making  its  way  throughout  the  coun- 
try’s memorial  gardens. 

One  stop  was  the  Greenwood  and  Seren- 
ity Memorial  Gardens  in  Montgomery,  Ala. 
Here,  the  Wall  replica  spent  three  days,  where 
it  served  thousands,  each  there  for  their  own 
special  reasons.  And  there  in  support  of  the 
Wall  were  the  Montgomery  Marines,  who 
served  as  volunteers,  spoke  at  ceremonies  and 
provided  a flag-lowering  detail,  among  other 
duties. 

“I  felt  it  was  something  we  needed  to  do,” 
said  RS  Montgomery  SgtMaj.  Ron  Roland.  “It 
was  an  important  event  in  our  commumity.  We 
couldn’t  have  missed  it.”

3 Step 

Probing

Too  often  recruiters  ask  superficial  ques- 
tions that  do  not  get  a prospect’s  true  opinions 
or  feelings.  As  a result  many  opportunities  are 
missed  and  the  recruiter’s  valuable  time  is  lost. 
Listed  below  are  questions  that  can  help  re- 
cruiters design  more  productive  questions. 

1.  Is  the  probe  clear  and  concise? 

2.  Does  the  probe  require  a prospect  to 
think  before  he  answers? 

3.  Does  the  probe  cause  the  prospect  to 
consider  new  ideas  or  information? 

4.  Does  the  probe  relate  to  the  prospect’s 
situation? 

5.  Does  the  probe  relate  to  the  prospect’s 

gocds? 

One  of  the  most  productive  probes  that  a 
recruiter  can  ask  is  a 3 step  probe  that  can  lead 
the  prospect  to  a new  way  of  thinking. 

The  steps  for  a 3 step  probe  are  simple; 
the  recruiter  begins  with  a Fact  Statement, 
follows  with  an  Observation  and  ends  with  a 
Direct  Probe.  Flere  is  a sample: 

Step  1 

Fact  Statement 

“ In  June  High  School  seniors  will  be  gradu- 
ating, and  will  be  faced  with  the  decision  of 
college,  work,  or  loaf. 


Step  2 

Observation 

As  I talk  to  other  seniors  I realize  that  as 
June  draws  near  many  are  still  unsure  of  what 
they  are  going  to  do  and  have  not  taken  any 
steps  to  prepare  for  life  after  high  school. 

Step  3 

Direct  Probe 

I was  wondering?  What  have  you  done  to 
prepare  for  your  future?  What  do  you  expect  to 
do  after  graduation”? 

This  type  of  probe  works  equally  well  on 
the  phone  as  it  does  in  person.  As  a result  of 
well  directed  probes  you’ll  find  your  presenta- 
tions improve  as  they  become  more  productive 
and  contracts  increase.

New  TV  Spot 

This  month,  the  United 
States  Marine  Corps  introduces 
the  first  new  national  recruit- 
ment advertising  commercial 
produced  since  the  debut  of 
“Knight”  in  1987.  Our  new  TV 
spot,  simply  titled  “Chess”  made 
it’s  debut  during  the  NCAA 
Championship  Tournament  and 
will  be  shown  on  national  net- 
work and  cable  television  regu- 
larly during  April. 

Based  on  an  understanding 
that  young  men  and  women  see 
both  mental  and  physical 
strength  as  essential  to  long 
range  personal  and  professional 
success,  the  Marine  Corps 
decided  that  adding  the  element 
of  mental  strength  to  the  already 
pervasive  Marine  Corps  image 
of  being  tough  and  elite  would 


help  heighten  the  appeal  of 
the  Marines  to  today’s  high 
school  and  college  graduates. 

In  1984,  the  Corps  broke 
the  mold  of  military  recruit- 
ment advertising  with  the  in- 
troduction of  “Sword”  as  a 
symbol  for  strength  and  cour- 
age. The  sword  metaphor  was 
carried  further  when,  in  1987, 
the  “Knight”  commercial  de- 
buted, broadening  the  mes- 
sage to  include  the  virtues  of 
honor  and  integrity  among  an 
elite  corps  of  men  and  women. 

Today,  “Chess”,  the  ulti- 
mate game  strategy  and  war- 
fare continues  the  use  of  sym- 
bolism to  communicate  the 
added  benefit  that  comes  from 
being  a Marine.  The  mental 
agility  to  make  decisions 
under  conditions  of  uncer- 
tainty. 


“Chess”  was  approved  for 
production  in  the  Spring  of 
1990,  prior  to  Operation 
Desert  Shield.  Only  by  coin- 
cidence has  it  been  com- 
pleted concurrent  with  the 
winding  down  of  the  Desert 
Storm  conflict.  It  is  the  Ma- 
rine Corps’  belief,  however, 
that  this  advertisement  will 
be  well  received  by  the  target 
in  this  environment. 

In  the  6th  Marine  Corps 
District,  “Chess”  will  be  dis- 
tributed to  our  District  TV 
stations  and  be  available  for 
recruiters,  NCOICs,  OSOs 
and  PANCOs  use  late  this 
Spring.  As  always,  contact 
your  RS  PANCO  for  adver- 
tising support.

CODE  OF  CONDUCT 


Article  I

I will  never  surrender  of  my  own  free  will. 
If  in  command.  I will  never  surrender  the 
members  of  mv  command  while  they  still 
have  the  means  to  resist. 

Article  III 

If  I am  captured  I will  continue  to  resist  by 
all  means  available.  I will  make  every  effort 
to  escape  and  aid  others  to  escape.  I will  ac- 
cept neither  parole  nor  special  favors  from 
the  enemy. 

Article  IV 

If  I become  a prisoner  of  war,  I will  keep 
faith  with  mv  fellow  prisoners.  I will  give  no 
information  or  take  part  in  any  action  which 
might  be  harmful  to  my  comrades.  If  I am 
senior,  I will  take  command.

Article  VI 

I will  never  forget  that  I am  an  American, 
fighting  for  freedom,  responsible  for  my  ac- 
tions, and  dedicated  to  the  principles  which 
made  my  country  free.  I will  trust  in  my  God
